ty today with a pledge of sup­ 
port and an “ unswerving com ­ 
m itm ent to the keeping and the 
strengthening of peace.” 
President Johnson addressed 
the United Nations in the great 
hall of its General Assembly. It 
was his first international forum 
since he took the helm of gov­ 
ernm ent Nov. 
22, 
upon 
the 
death of John F. Kennedy. 
“ I have come here today to 
m ake it unm istakably clear.” 
Johnson said, “that the assas­ 
sin's bullet which took his life 
did not alter his nation’s pur­ 
p o se ” 
The President thus brought 
the reassurances expected of 
him. but no new m ajor policy 
pronouncements or proposals. 
He did suggest in generalities 
that a modern new deal could 
build a better world, that it is 
tim e for a peaceful revolution 
on a universal scale to improve 
human welfare and dignity. 
But, said Johnson in a pre­ 
pared text: 
“The greatest of human prob 
lems—and the greatest of our 
common tasks—is to keep the 
peace and save the future .. 
"If there is one com m itm ent

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Police Peace Conference Needed 


All too often In the wake of important 
police action in this country, a spatter of 
rancor spots the record. 
The latest spatter has occurred in the 
wake of the Sinatra kidnaping, with Los 
Angeles Police Chief William H. Parker 
pointing out that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation worked on a case in his jur­ 
isdiction without letting his departm ent 
participate. 
Before this, there had been evidence of 
m isgivings about the handling of the Ken­ 
nedy assassination investigation, with the 
FBI. the Dallas police, Texas authorities 
and the Secret Service sidestepping around 
one another warily. 


THE WHOLE country was shocked in 
that instance when it learned that assas­ 
sinating a president of the United States 
cannot even be dealt with as a federal 
crim e; there is no federal law against it. 
And that m eans under the circum stances 
that the federal government has no clear 
legal right to be in the picture at all. 
To all intents and purposes, the atrocity 
In Dallas w as an affair for the sam e lo­ 
cal officials in Texas hats who set up their 
prisoner and prim e .suspect for a fatal 
assault by one of their local acquaintances. 
Kidnaping, of course, Is a federal crim e. 
The FBI has a clear right to investigate 
a kidnaping. But whenever its investiga­ 
tion enters a jealously guarded police jur­ 
isdiction there are recrim inations. 


IS IT TOO much to ask that a national 
police conference be held to thresh out 
the problem of inter-relationships, with a 
view to letting the rest of us know where 
we stand with the police protection we 
gladly pay for and would like to receive 
without evidence of jealousy and friction?

The Soviet government is run bv the 
m ilitary. The fact the government has au­ 
thorized a m ilitary spending cut means 
that the people who spend that money 
have authorized It—that they don’t need 
it 
Civilians, who run the U S government, 
chop at 
this country’s military budget 


with shouts of dism ay about “o v erk ill'— 


surplus capability for total destruction of 
an enem y. 


By reducing its military budget, 
the 
Soviet Union is. in effect, telling us that 
it s pretty well stocked in the overkill 
department, too. 


BEFORE ANYONE gets excited about 
the spending reduction, take another look 
af what’s left. The $666 million m ay seem 
im pressive by itself, but it pales to in­ 
significance in the shadow of the $14 76 
billion the Soviets have kept in the war 
chest for 1964 


It figures out to less than 5 per cent 
We can do that well here in the arsenal 
of dem ocracy.

In these closing weeks of 1963, 
there is a growing and som e­ 
what grim parallel in Europe 
to the closing weeks of 1962. 


A vital negotiation is under­ 
way in Brussels. It is coming up 
to a showdown and a deadline. 
One year ago, under sim ilar cir­ 
cum stances nobody could envis­ 
age that President de 
Gaulle 
would invoke 
a 
single-handed 
veto against British entry into 
the European Common Market. 
Today the issue involves the ex­ 
istence of the market itself. 
There is. perhaps, less of a 
sense of indifference 
of 
im ­ 
possibility in assessing what the 
French

m i g h t or 
might not do, but nevertheless 
there remains a feeling—partic­ 
ularly, it seem s, on the part of 
the Germ ans—that this is m ore 
of a war of nerves than a gen­ 
uine crisis and that the advant­ 
ages of France continuing 
in 
the Common Market outweigh 
the 
disadvantages 
of 
France 
taking actions in Brussels in the 
next two or three weeks tanta­ 
mount to a break-up or a de­ 
m ise of the market. 


NOTHING COULD be farther 
from the truth. In the narrow 
sense it seem s incomprehensible 
that a Dec. 31 deadline on the 
success 
or 
failure 
of 
a ne­ 
gotiation should be sacrosanct 
or decisive, after two or three 
years somewhat desultory dis­ 
cussion of a problem—in this 
case a common agricultural pol­ 
icy for the Common Market. But 
the fixing of deadlines and the 
ruthless 
pressures 
to 
make 
those deadlines stick and mean 
something is part of the art of 
power and diplomacy. 
The question is not so much 
the deadline but the determ in­ 
ation behind it—like having an 
atom ic bomb ready in the Cuban 
crisis. 
Admittedly, the advantages to 
France and to 
French 
diplo­ 
m acy of leadership of the Com­ 
mon 
M a r k e t are great—far 
greater than the reaction which 
France will reap if the Common 
Market dies in Brussels early 
in the new year. But 
so. 
it 
seem ed to every rational and 
sensible 
statesm an, 
economist 
and politician in F^urope, were 
the advantages of enlarging the 
Common Market to include Bri­ 
tain one year ago Only Gen de 
Gaulle said no. 
As this Brussels crisis m oves 
to a clim ax, therefore, ifs es­ 
sential to try to sort out the 
reason which Gen 
de Gaulle 
might 
have for doing to the 
Common Market itself exactly 
what he did to the British one 
year ago. 
Leave aside the exact form 
his action might take—whether 
he simply 
withdraws 
France 
from further

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City Will Lift 
Parking Ban 
For Sweeper 


Because the me c h a n I c a I 
sweeper cannot work in wintry 
weather. C o u n c i l instructed 
Safety-Service Director Robert 
Owen Monday night to lift a reg­ 
ulation that bans parking after 
midnight on paved streets when 
the cleaning device is in oper­ 
ation. 
The question was raised by 
Councilman S. James We l c h , 
chairman of the street commit­ 
tee. He pointed out that metal 
signs are still in place banning 
parking on 
streets that 
are 
swept regularly, but the pro­ 
gram virtually has been elim­ 
inated for the winter. 
“I don’t think the p e o p l e 
should be required to m o v e 
their cars, but a lot of them still 
are obeying the signs,” he said. 
“The street committee recom­ 
mends that the city forget about 
ticketing under this ordinance 
until sweeping resumes regular­ 
ly in the spring.” 
Owen replied that the propos­ 
al would necessitate removal of 
the signs and replacing them in 
the spring, but he added that 
‘‘it won’t be too much of a job.” 
Councilman Edward Massey 
said the city of Albany, N. Y., 
covers the lettering on the signs 
with tape, but allows them to 
remain in place. In that way. 
they need not be taken down in 
winter and returned in spring, 
he said

Gifts At School Can Raise Problems 


Airplanes In Mexico 
Toot As They Land 
MEXICO CITY 
- If air 
travel in Mexico has something 
in c o m m o n with railroads, 
there’s a reason for it. 
Airliners and other commer­ 
cial planes now begin tooting 
like a steam locomotive before 
landing at airports. 
Why? To clear cattle t hat 
might be wandering on the run­ 
ways. 


When I was a boy in the up­ 
graded country school where I 
i later taught, it was the custom 
for the teacher to present each 
school c h i l d 
with a gi ft. 
This gift usu­ 
ally consisted 
of a bag of 
candy and an 
orange. T h e 
t e a c h e r 
bought 
those 
gifts out of his 
or her ow n 
money. I re- Dr. Carry Meyers 
call one time when a teacher 
of mine failed to present these 
gifts and we kids were all dis­ 
pleased. We came to feel the 
teacher owed us the treat. 
Today the procedure is re­ 
versed, as a rule. The teacher 
in the early elementary grades 
receives gifts from individual 
children. This way makes more 
sense but has its obvious short­ 
comings. 


NOT ALL PARENTS of chil­ 


dren of a given classroom can 
afford to buy such gifts, and 
some 
who 
can, 
think 
they 
shouldn’t. Some children may 
present the teacher with cost­ 
ly gifts while others present 
none. 
It’s difficult for children and 
their parents not to suppose that 
gifts to the teacher m i g h t 
make a difference in her atti­ 
tude at school toward the giv­ 
ers; also a difference in the 
relationship between the chil­ 
dren who bear her gifts and 
those who don’t. Besides, the 
child who has no gift to present 
may feel distressed. The cus­ 
tom is contrary to our basic 
concept of democracy. 
Suppose you were a teacher 
convinced that you should not 
accept gifts from your pupils 
or their parents. But suppose 
these pupils had been accus­ 
tomed to the practice. 
You 
might dread to hurt their feel­ 
ings if you refused to accept 
gifts from them. 


HOWEVER, YOU might make 
matters easier if you told the 
class ahead of time that you 
did not wish to receive an y 
gifts from your pupils and then 
explained why. You might also 
send home an announcement to 
this effect. 
The Board of Education could 
solve this problem better by 
passing a resolution forbidding 
teachers to accept gifts from 
their pupils, or by just denounc­ 
ing the practice. 
If the children and their par­ 
ents insisted on giving some­ 
thing to others at Christmas 
time, they might agree to col­ 
lect pennies, nickels or dimes 
among themselves 
for 
some 
worthy cause such as the fund 
for crippled children. Care, The 
Heifer Project or UNICEF. 
In such cases, the more the 
children or parents know about 
the fund, or organization they 
choose to make a gift to. the 
more enthusiasm and conse­ 
quent moral value they would 
derive from this expression of 
generosity.
